mentioned 
his 
pleasure in spending a week

two in Jacksonville and said that 
it was a fine thing to ue«- a com­ 
pleted 
water 
system 
together 
with 
other 
betterments, 
and 
possibly above all, the fine spirit 
of citizens in working together. 
He expressed the belief that citi­ 
zens who put interest, labor and 
money 
into 
community 
e n te r ­ 
prises really accomplish greater I 
things for themselves than if they j 
put those things merely into their \ 
own private business. 
Talking about the future aud 
business, Mr. Elliott said: 
“ It is i 
a very dangerous thing to pro- j 
phesy about business conditions 
for time brings so many changes 
and is so fraught with uncertain- ' 
ty. 
We have been passing thru a 
period of readjustment, of defla­ 
tion, of losses, which was inevit­ 
able after such a business period,- 
The farmer found the big value 
taken out of his crops almost ov­ 
ernight and his losses have been 
heavy. 
But the losses have by no 
means been confined to the fa rm ­ 
er. The business concern that has 
distributed all the 
profits from 
its business in the last two 
or 
three years instead of building up 
a reserve fund for the Inevitable 
deflation period, is in hard lines 
indeed. 
Only the strong ones will 
survive and others must be swept 
away. 
“ There are indications that the 
period of readjustment has moved 
along so rapidly that the days of 
normalcy are not many months in 
the future. 
We do not look for 
what is known as easy money for 
the remainder of 
this year, but 
the chances are 
that next yea:' 
will 
see 
easier conditions anil 
that it will be possible to secure 
short 
time 
loans at somewhat 
lower rates. However, th** con­ 
ditions of 1914 are not expected 
to return. 
One 
thing that will 
tend t° ntake 
money conditions 
easier in Illinois, Iowa and s o m e 
nearby 
states will be the rapid 
movement of small grain to 
the 
markets. 
It is probable that th* 
movement will be more rapid than 
usual this year and the funds re­ 
sulting win come as u great relict 
to tile smaller 
banking institu­ 
tions 
who 
are now borrowing 
from the larger city banks to c a r- 
ry their merchant and farmer c u s­ 
tomers." 
Tux (Juostlon Very Important 
Mr. Elliott then said that he be­ 
lieved th*- tax question was one 
which should have the attention 
of congress even before the tar­ 
iff question. 
He suggested that 
the uncertainty as to the amount 
to be collected for excess profits 
tax has resulted in the consumer 
being called upon 
to pay exces­ 
sively high prices. It is only fol­ 
lowing a natural course for those 
engag'd in business to fix prices 
which they feel 
sure will take 
care of the 
excess 
profits that 
may be charged 
against them. 
The revision of tax laws and m a k ­ 
ing certain as to just what taxes 
a business man 
must 
pay 
will 
have a leveling and steadying ef­ 
fect on busine*ss.” 
Mr. Elliott said that one factor 
which must be taken into account 
in the consideration of business 
aud financial conditions of 
the 
country is that for the first time 
in history the U. 8. is a creditor 
natiou instead of a debtor. 
It is 
going to take some time for busi­ 
ness interests to understand this 
situation and to make the neces- j 
sary readjustments. 
He said that 
on this subject Thomas (Lamont 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. had writ- ; 
ten an article in a recent issue of 
Harper’s which stresses the ques­ 
tion iii a very informing way. 
it is Mr. Lamont'* view 
that 
because

this new condition 
that the old policy of tariff

protection 
purposes

somewhat revised. 
That finan- ; 
d e r says that with the ll. f*. 
a 
creditor nation, the only course 
left is to make such prices that 
the foreign countries eau buy in , 
our markets.
